You are respectfully referred to the various tables for 
full" details. Briefly, during the year 1!H)3 there were ad- 
mitted 237, and in 19114, 306, new patients. The whole 
Bomber treated during the tlist year of the leriu was 034 
and hi the second .vear. 1039. The daily average for i le- 
ftist year was 717 and for the second, 759. The greatest 
number under treatment on any one day iu 191)3, was 
731. and in 1904. 79H. 

The population January 1st, 1903, was 1197 and adniis 
sinus as above noted. 237. The discharges for that year: 
Restored 80; Improved ">; unimproved 8; not insane 2 ; 
eloped and not returned U; died 1114; total leaving Hos- 
pital 2110. giving us a net gain during the year of 37 and 
the population at its tlose of 734. Admitted in 1904, :ii>7t ; 



discharged; restored 12S; improved 5; unimproved 3;

Muring this biennial lem stud osjieeially during tlie 
hist year, we received an unusually large somber of help- 
less and feeble patients, including many senile and chron- 
ic cases, statistics show thai we do not receive aw laany 
acute cases as do the hospitals for the insane in the north, 
hence oar percentage of recoveries is not so great, the 
greatest inniilier "f recoveries being from acute cases. Tlie 
large nnaaber of these cases not only reduces tlie percent- 
age of recoveries but materially increases the number and 
percentage of deaths. Tables numliers 1 and 2 show the 
movement of population and tables numbers 22 and "2'A 

show the disbarsementa for the term. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

believing that the proper management, discipline and 
roafroi of the insane, with judicious employment, contrib- 
utes more to their recovery than medicine, it is our prac- 
tice to encourage the employment of as many of the pa- 
tient.* a> practicable at something that affords both men- 
tal ami physical recreation and is at the same time liene- 
ticial to the Iiisiinniiiii. 

Of the men we have ijiiite a number employed in the 
shops and about the farm in various ways and a numlter 
going wiih i he teams to assist in loading and unloading, 
We also make all our mattresses. ISesideg a large amount 
of sowing in the regular sewing rooms which is practical- 
ly all done by patients, many ladies ilo sewing and fancy 
work mi the wards. See table number 14 for amount of 
sewing thus accomplished. 



The patients all do their work willingly and in fact 
most of those physically aide are anxious for employ- 
ment; yet a few 'need encouragement. Ii ta forbidden to 
insist on any patient working unless it is for his good. 
A great deal ol the Iroaing at the laundry is done hy the 
colored female patients directed ami assisted by regular 
employees of their own sex and color. Practically all of 
the washing and much of the ironing is done by machin- 
ery which is very satisfactory. Tlie laundry is feepl busy 
five ami one-half, days each week. 

With each party of patients employed there are always 
regular attendants in direct and assist in Hie work. 

REPAIRS. 

We have "endeavored to keep the buildings; sewer 

teni, water works and heating apparatus in good condi- 
tion. Among many items of more or less importance, which 
have been accomplished along this line. I might mention 
the following: We have re-covered the old Foreman house 
with cypress shingles, added four steam meat roasters, two 
four bushel vegetable cookers, and an eighty gallon jack- 
eted kettle to the main kitchen, doing away with old ones 
of smaller capacity which had given out. We have also 
purchased and installed several dozen new iron hospital 
beds of latest pattern with which most of the white wards 
a:-e now equipped; also new chairs, rockers, etc. 

For more extensive items which are of a permanent na- 
ture, I beg to refer yon to those under the head of Im 
lirovements. 

FARM. 

The farm has lieeu cultivated as usual and with fairly 
good yield considering the cold weather ami character of 
the soil. There has been added to the farm under cultiva- 
tion about twenty acres of "new^ ground". The cost of 
getting this land ready for the plow was practically noth- 
ing as the Manager of the farm did (he work with his 
regular force, assisted by patients. The wood on this land 
was ■cut into firewood for use at Hie Hospital. We have 
kept an account of all expenses connected with the farm 
and credited it with all hauling, eti*., done for the Tins- 






pi ml ;md a nice margin of profit has developed from its 
opera (ion. See tables numbers 20 and 21 for details. The 
hauling of provisions, wood, etc., for tbe Hospital is a con- 
siderable item and with tbe farm wo:k, keeps five double 
teams busy. In addition to our regular ban ling we did 
all ibe banting of material for the. new buildings erected 
bulb before and since the flre. Also all machinery and 
other equipment. 

DAIRY. 

We now have iu the Dairy Department thirty six head 
of milch eows, one Jersey bull, and twenty -six head of 
young cattle of which twenty -one are heifers. Other cows 
and calves have been disposed of for beef. As a result of 
this thinning out we now have a tine dairy herd, mostly 
of young milkers and at the same time there has been a 
material increase in tbe herd. Tables Numbers 18 and 19 
show* the receipts and expenditures under Ibis bead and 
ibe Dairy is shown fco l>e a paying enterprise. 

FOtlLTBY YARD. 

This is comparatively a new venture at this Hospital 
but has already proven a decided success. From it we 
have received in two years 2934 dozen eggs nod butchered 
"214N fowls, besides continuously increasing and improv- 
ing our stock which uow number 125. 

OTHER LIVE STOCK. 

Several of tbe mules have given out during this term 
necessitating tbe pun-base of younger animals to take 
their place. Four mules and two horses were purchased 
at an aggregate cost of $025. (Ml above receipts of old 
stock of which four were sold. With few exceptions we 
mi w bave an excellent lot of farm stock.

liy economy in niana«ement we have l>een able to add, 
during tins biennial term, many improvements, both in 
buildings and equipment. Tbe aggregate of these which 



will be found by reference to Tables Nob. 22 and 23, 
amounts to $13,228.59 and this does not include nearly 
eight thousand dollars spent as a direct result of onr fire. 
(Reference to replacing pro|»erty destroyed by Are will 
lie found under separate head.) This amount is far great- 
er than I was able to report at the close of the last term, 
rendered possible, partly by greater experience in man- 
agement and partly by the absolute necessities of the 
situation. Below I l>eg to refer in a brief manner to 
some of them. 

COLORED FEMALE BUILDING. 

During the months of September and October, 1003. we 
erected and equipped an entirely new building for the ac- 
commodation of colored female patients. This building 
is located in the north-east corner of the enclosure proper, 
directly east and connecting with the other buildings oc- 
cupied by this class of patients. Building is two-story 
tirick with metal roof, 27 by 122 feet. The lower floor is 
cemented and is utilized for a dining room where all col- 
ored female patients eat. 

A portion of the second floor is used as a hospital ward 
and the remainder as a large dormitory for convalescents. 
The cost of the building completed, was $1763.50. 

POWER HOISE, ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANT AND 

SHOP. 

By the erection of this building we were able to con- 
centrate these three important divisions of our work 
which were formerly ou opposite sides of the premises, 
thus securing maximum results from a minimum expend I- 
ture of time, labor and fuel. It is a one story brick with 
metal roof and brick partitions and is practical ly three 
separate buildings* under one roof. Size, 28 1-2 by 120 
feet and cost $1500.00. 

Many extensive improvements were also made to the 
equipment of these plants. A new 125 horse power ret u in 
Tubular boiler was installed along side the old boiler and 
connected so that they may be used separately or when 
the severity of the weather requires it they may be used 
together. 



From these boilers is now supplied all the power re- 
quired for the light -plan I and shop, heat tat Hip entire 
hospital and steam to the laundry and kitchen. The in- 
iti;il rust of the new boiler was $1221.00. 

Equally important was the installation of a new elec- 
tric generator set bj The General Electric Company of 
Schenectady. X. Y.; it ib a BO K. \V. direct connected unit 
with marine type engine. The cost was s2.~7s,hi :ii ih.> 
Factory. Other electrical supplier* and appliances were 
added at additional coal of $160.00, giving ns duplicate 
plains hitth for heating and lighting. Should an accident 
occur to one of these die secondary plant could he put 
into operation within three minutes, an important matter 
in an institution of this kind, 

SHOP. 

M any new tools have been added to this department, 
chief of which is a Forte's Combine Hand and Power Pipe 
Cutting and Threading .Machine, cutting and threading 
pi]** from one to four inches, a valuable addition to the

WATEE WORKS. 

The I 'a in ping Si a i ion has been moved from its former 
location to which (he water was led by canal and a new- 
station hnilt at tlie western end of the main dam. An 
additional turbine wheel and pump, duplicates of those 
already in use. were purchased and installed. These 
wheels can be used separately or in series upon one or 
both of the pumps as eirenmstanees require. 

The tin H. P. lsiiler formerly used to supply steam to the 
light plant was overhauled, repainted, and moved to the 
water works plant and an Advance Duplex Pump, 10x6 
xlO, was bought which now gives us relief when extreme- 
ly low or high water renders the turbine useless, thus re- 
moving a standing menace to oar water supply. lot* 
proveinents to Water Works Plant cost f 1100.3th

(Note — In the items for buildings as well as other im- 
provements as above specified nothing was reckoned for 
labor. All work of installing machinery, plumbing, etc., 



as well as all building with the exception of about $300,011 
paid out for an extra brick mason, was done by our regu- 
lar employees with such assistance as the patients could 
render. The cost of buildings therefore, represents sim- 
ply the cost of materials. Their actual value is many 
thousand dollars more than shown above. For instance 
the colored female building which is shown to have cost 
us but $1703.50 could hardly be duplicated by contract 
for less than $4000.00) . 

MEDICAL DEI' ART M EXT. 

We have had no serious epidemic or disease except a 
slight epidemic of measles. 

It is with regret that I have to chronicle the death of 
line of imr patients by suicide. This patient, a white man, 
had ln j en here a long time and was iq the best department. 
One morning after breakfast he climbed to the second 
story veranda and jumped off, falling on his head and 
causing instant death by concussion of the brain. 

We have quite a number of epileptics aud other chronic 
cases tlint require only the regular routine treatment and 
do not require the constant attention and time of the phy- 
sician as do the acute cases. However the physician is 
kept quite busy and I believe there is not another hospital 
fo? the insane in the United States with an equal number 
of patients that does not have three or more regular phy- 
sicians. • 

INCREASE IX INSANITY. 

Inquiry is often made as to the increase iu insanity 
compared to the increase in population. Statistics show 
that the percentage of insane as compared to the popula- 
tion is constantly on the increase. 

Dr. J. F. Auer, Superintendent of the Springfield State 
Hospital of Maryland, says in speakinig on this subject: 
"Statistics show a large increase in insanity each year out 
of proportion to the increase in population and the cry in 
all the states is for more room and the enlargement of 
hospitals for the insane." The figures for the State of 
Maryland which I think may be safely accepted as an av- 
erage, show a startling condition of affairs:

I regret that the records of this Hospital are not suffli- 
'cicntly complete to enable ine to give a comparative 
statement as to the increase in Florida but from the best 
data obtainable the increase has been from 1 to 15<»tl in 
INilll lo 1 to KIT at the present time. I think this is fairly 
reliable. 

[>r. T. O. Powell. Superintendent of the Georgia State 
Sanitarium at Milledgevilk*. (la., in bis admirable report 
of thai Institution for eight months of the year 1!H14, says 
ill pari : * 

"From the census report of I860 it will be seen that 
there were only forty-five insane negroes in the State in a 
population, of four hundred and sixty-five thousand six 
lnmdml and ninety-eight i 166*088), or one insane negro 
to every I0.5H4 of population. I do not think there can 
l»e any doubt as to the accuracy of the census enumerators 
for there was no family pride to prevent a correct return, 
and their owners would have hardly paid taxes on the in- 
sane. According to the above statement it will be readily 
seen that the negroes in Georgia up to lSfJII were almost 
entirely iinmuned from insanity; indeed, up to IWiT they 
welt* the healthiest class mentally and nhysically in this 
country, almost free from any insane or tubercular diatli 
esis. The hereditary tendencies and susceptibilities to 
these maladies now are simply alarming, and from very 
slight exciting causes these maladies are readily develop- 
ed. But for the fearful fatality of the insane negro from 
tuberculosis they would soon Is* equal to the number of 
white insane in the State in proportion to their popula- 
tion. This increase will continue with both the white and 
colored race just so long as the laws of health and hered- 
ity are disregarded, and the defectives and depraved are 



allowed 10 intermarry and perpetuate tliis class with tin- 
si ill ilc menial integrity. Standing upon the border-line 

of these maladies which need only some slight cause to 
tumble them over. No individual that lias an alcoholic, 
neurotic, depraved or tubercular diathesis, or epileptics, 
should intermarry with the expectation o[ having vigor- 
ous, healthy children. Heredity is that biological law by 
which all beings endowed with life tcud to repeat them- 
selves, iu its posterity. This is au inexorable law. and 
violation of ii weans disease, depravity, crime and suffer- 
ing. While insanity is developed from a variety "f causes, 
and they are much more operative now lhau they were 
years back, some of us are much more susceptible to it 
than others from licredilary tendencies. Under these 
circumstances the unstable brains are totally unable to 
combat successfully the strains that they are subjected to, 
and while if is true thai any one is liable to brain disease 
under certain conditions, ii is also true thai those who are 
horn of vigorous, healthy parents, free from inherited 
morbid tendencies, and are obedient to the hygienic laws, 
are better prepared to resist the attacks of disease. 

A< to 1 lie insane of Georgia, you will see from the cen- 
sas report of iNitll that the increase of insanity is more 
apparent than real, as the per cent, at that time was only 
1 to every 1.011', so it is not out of proportion to the in- 
crease of population. lint the increase in the United 
States, especially in some of the States, 
is really alarming, and I feel justified in saying 
that it is only a question of time, if the same conditions 
continue to exist that now exist, when the pe? tent of in- 
sane to 1 lie population of Georgia will be one to every four 
or five hundred, and the responsibilities of the care and 
welfare of this unfortunate class will rest upon those that 
are blessed with good mental health, and should we not 
show our appreciation of this the greatest blessing of this 
life by providing amply in every way possible for their 
comfort and restoration, for not one of us can tell how 
soon we or some of our loved ones may be thus afflicted. 
There are but few families now in Georgia that have not 
had directly or remotely one or more afflicted with brain 
disease." 
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FIRE LOSS. 

A* in generally known over the State the Hospital was 
titdted during tliis terra by what threatened at odc time 
to wipe mii the entire Institution as to buildings. The 
tin-, tiien just started, was discovered by the night watch- 
man aliont one o'clock in tin* morning of duly lsi, 1904, 
Ii wan In the sleatu drying room of the laundry. TUis dry 
romii mii bo lit of wo.ni and from constanl exposure to the 
heat of the steam pipes by which the ilothes are dried of- 
fered a constant menace bl the safety of the plant. The 
room no1 being of suflh lent rapacity to fierform its work 
«tii ring Mic day. it was tilled just at night aud-that quan- 
tity dried during the boors the plan! was closed. Prom 
some reason not apparent, the room and then the building 
ignited. The Sanies quickly spread to the Electric Light 
Station and rower-House adjoining, and a little later to 
the White Male Hospital. These a -■ the only buildings 
actually afire at any time although the Colored Male 
Building was on the point of catching and would have 
done so hut for constant attention and work little short 
of hemic. As soon as it became evident that danger 

threatened the Hospital proper we devoted our entire ef- 
fort to emptying lite buildings and so securing the pa- 
tients that no harm COQld come to them. This T am glad 
ti» say. we accomplished, and BO on;* was injured »v escap- 
ed. One of the great drawbacks was the darkness, for the 
light wires were early severed thus leaving us no light 
but that from the burning buildings. In this connection I 
feel thai too much could hardly be said in praise uf the ef- 
ficient work of the employees on Uiis occasion and to par 
Hrolarixe would be invidious. All responded promptly to 
the tin* a la rui and each seemed to enmesh' desire to do his 
utmost for the helpless patients, and for the preservation 
of the Institution. It is a matter also, of considerable re- 
gret thut several employees suffered material losses by 
reason or having personal effects in the laundry and pow- 
er house, both of which were totally destroyed. 

It is n matter of much congratulation 'that the Are oc- 
curred at the particular season that it did as but little 
light was necessary during these months and steam for 
heating was not required. As the boilers were not injur- 
ed we Immediately begun to clear away the debris and in 



u few days were able to get sufficient steam for cooking. 
The complete restoration of Hie laundry plant however, 
required about throe months as an entirely new lirir-k 
building had to he erected and some time wan lost in se- 
curing the materials at right prices. The light plant was 
put in it* former excellent condition (it was practically 
new at the time of the flre). and the shops were improved 
as nothing but modern tools of latest pattern were pur- 
chased to replace those destroyed. The laundry plant is 
as modern and complete as was possible to procure. All 
metal washers were gotten instead of the cheaper wooden 
shell affairs with which the old plant was equipped. Two 
all metal drying rooms not only give us much greater ca- 
ptivity lint remove all danger from flre in that connection. 
Other improver! machinery now enables us to take care of 
double the work possible in the old plant which even be- 
fore the flre was altogether inadequate to the need of the 
Institution. 

l.iiindry Building— The building erected is a two-story 
brick with metal roof. The lower floor whe.-e all washing 
is done is cement floored with open drama. The second 
floor is plastered and finely finished. The entire building 
is well ventilated, the second floor where all the ironing is 
done, liesii'cs twenty large windows, has three large venti- 
lators in the roof. The building is 28 by 80 feet and 
makes an excellent appearand'. 

The building to replace the light station and power 
house was identical with that destroyed by flre. This had 
lieen built bnt a few months before and a complete de- 
srintion will Is* found under the bead of Improvements 
in this Report. 

All the work of repairing and rebuilding was done by 
our regular force of employees, assisted by patients, save 
only the repairs to the electric genera tors which had to l>e 
shipped to the factories, jmd about f 150.00 paid for the 
services of an extra brick ninson. 

Thus by doing all the building and repairing at no ex- 
tra cost and by close and conservative buying of new tntd 
chinery I am able to report lhat the entire rost of replac- 
ing all our fire losses was only #7007.77 and only f 1754.02 
more than the insurance received, while the increased val- 
ues of building alone aggregate several times that, to say 
nothing of improvements in equipment. 
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AM I "SEME NTS. 

We continue the practice of having weekly dances for 
the benefit of the patients. These gatherings are eagcrly 
anticipated and greatly enjoyed. 

During the day, many of them amuse themselves with 
card*, checkers and other games. 

We have also equipped eat'li recreation yard with patent 
roller— OOasler Bwi»g»* manufactured by the Li vi- Oak 
Novelty Works of Live Oak. Fla. 

RELIOIOUB SERVICE. 

Service** are regularly conducted by Hev. Dr. W. H. 
Carter of Tallahassee and Rev. A. M. .Mann of Chattahoo- 
chee in addition to which we have had the pleasure of lis- 
tening to other eminent and cultured ministers. 

RECOMM EXDATIOXS. 

The next Legislature should t>ear in mind that our in- 
stitution will soon be crowded to its utmost capacity. \\ <■ 
have room for only ^011 and 747 now lielonging to tin- Hop 
pita I. Some departments have already readied their max- 
imum ami before the end of the next biennial term tad 
before the next legislative session the entire Institution 
will have reached its limit. In view of this, it is impor- 
tant that the future welfare of our ]Kwr tin fori u nates 
throughout the State be provided for by an appropriation 
for new buildings. This is a very grave question and the 
responsibility for providing suitable quarters and ample 
•on m ii-sts with your Honorable body and the next Legin- 
lature. The liest that can Ih* done on tin grounds here, 
as I see it, is to build entirely new quarters for the col- 
ored males on the east side of the Hospital ami give the 
pi-esenl colored male building to the white men. This 
building would require renovation and repairing but the 
ex | .en se would not be great and when completed would 
give Us B ve;-y comfortable and satisfactory building for 
the white male department. 

This arangement would also further separate tin- two 
departments and remove the colored men more to them- 
selves and give them suftirieul ground for exercise yards 
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which is not jiusjstlilf under present conditions. Tin* new 
, building if erected as above suggested, should bo of brick 
with metal roof and cornice, and large enough to accom- 
modate 223 colored men. Estimated cost of Hie building. 
complete, of a character and appearance to correspond 
with the other Hospital build in igs. together with pipe* 
and radiators for steam heating ami furnished for occu- 
pancy, J20.tKJ0.0O. With such a building and the changes 
passible therewith, we would have plenty of room for the 
natural increase for a number i»f years. 

Another thing which will soon demand attention. Be- 
rn!-., another winter practically all the steam pi|>cs will 
knxe i" be replaced by new ones as the old pipes ftre .com- 
pletely wom oin, This is imperative but ihe expense of 
the same lias bees included with the other hems under 
•■ Repairs and General Maintenance" and estimated at 
.05 1-3 |«*r capita per day or si4.~i41.tJtl per milium. 

In estimating the expense of the Institution for tlie 
next term I have had in mind the most economical adniiu- 
1*1 ration and necessary supplies, repairs and service. The 
Superintendent of the Georgia rotate Sanitarium asks" for 
36 per day for General Maintenance to be calculated on 
somber of patients in the Hospital at the end of each 
month and this number is used as a basis for allowance 
for each succeeding month thus securing a constantly in- 
creasing allowance. In the estimate herein I have used 
the number now lielonging to Ihe Hospital as a basis of 
calculation ami while i in- amount asked for can be made 
to give these poor uu for tu nates some «>f the comforts of 
life, certainly a less appropriation would Ire unjust to 
them and to our State itself.
